United States during 1S9S, have Just
been completed by Edward W. Parker,
stato statistician of the United States
geological survey. The compilation
shows that the total production of al!
kinds of coal In 1S9S reached the enormousligur-.* of 219,855,933 short tons, ar
increase cf nearly ten per cent over lh>.
output in 1897, which amounted in round
llgures to 200,220,000 tons, and was ujj
to that time the largest t-onnuge evei
obtained In the United States.
Great Britain's product in 1S98 was

223,287,213 short tons, a slight decrease
from 1S97. Practically all of the increasein production in the United
States was In bituminous coal, the outputof anthracite coal In 1898 being -47,515,313tons, an Increase of oitly a little
over 70(1.000 tons over 1897. oI this increase450,00U tons were iu thu amount
of coal consumed at tlie collieries themselves,so the total increase In the
amount of coal actually marketed was
only L'oU.000 tons. There was a decrease
In the selling value of anthracite coal
of $3,872,000, while the bituminous productincreased in value .$8,910,000.
There were only three states in the

Union whose coal product In 1898 was
less than that of 1897. These were Ifllinois,whose production fell off 1.475,451!

Confession ofa Prisoner.

WASHINGTON, May 28..Chief Wilkin,of the treasury secret service, ha*
received Information from Spocla]
Agent William J. Burns that he ha?
secured the counterfeit face and bach
plates of a ?10 legal tender United
States note, with the portrait of GeneralSheridan, made by Baldwin S,
Bredell, the Philadelphia engravor, jvhc
with his pal, Taylor, Is under arrest,
charged with being Implicated In the
wholesale counterfeiting pcherno recentlyunearthed In Philadelphia und Lancaster,Pa.
Their possession was secured through

u confession made last week by Taylor
and Bredell, in which Bredel said that
the plates were burled In the earth at
Snow Hill, Md., where he formerly
lived, and where his father now resides,
the prisoner confessing that he had engravedthe plates himself. Acting upon
this Information, .Agent Burns promptlywent to the place described, and
without difficulty secured the plates.
Chief Wllkle expresses the opinion

that the plates secured are the last
of the lot counterfeited by the men underarrest.

THE HAGUE, May 28..The newly

appointed sub-committee of the third
committee of the peace conference, the
arbitration committee, will meet tomorrow.It will be known as the draftingcommittee, indicating in its name
the scope of its functions.
The delegates have worked unceasinglyto-day, although the formal laboraof the conference were suspended.

An effort Is being made, and with a
certain degree of progress, to combine
the Russian proposals In such a waythat the report of the drafting committeemay secure the support of both partiesin the plenary committee. M. Do
Staal and Sir Julian Pauncefote, chiefs
of the Russian and British delegations,
respectfully, and other delegates had a
long conference to-day with this end In
view, and there Is no doubt that an
agreement In principle will he reached.
The hope of the delegates that a

permanent arbitration board will be establishedIs rapidly Improving. The
difficult points now relate to the compositionof the tribunal, how the repre-.
sentatlon of the powers'Is to be arranges!and the limitations to be placed
upon the Jurisdiction of the board.

AMERICAN DELEGATES
To Tuberculosis Congress Receive
Distinguished Consideration From
Emperor "William.
BERLIN, May 28..Fifty-six delegateswho had attended the tuberculosis

congress, whose proceedings camo to
an end here yesterday, were presented
at noon to-day to Emperor William and
Empress Augusta Victoria, at Potsdam.Two representatives were selectedfrom each delegation for the presentation,Dr. J. C. Boyd, of the United
States naval medical corps, and Dr.
Von Schwenlte representing the United

William chatted pleasantly with each
delegate, and received a most pleasant
Impression manifestly from the Americandelegates, of whom he made specialinquiries regarding sanitaria for
tuberculosis in the United States. Hla
